New administration a strong presence 

“Nos Aruba 2025“ presents National Integrated Strategic Plan to stakeholders

PALM BEACH - The ballroom in the Radisson Aruba Resort, 
Casino & Spa was the venue for the official presentation of the 
National Integrated Strategic Plan, or NISP, by the volunteers 
and coordinators of the Nos Aruba 2025 project yesterday 
morning. This event was projected towards the individuals and

entities that would most be involved for implementation of 
the tenets of the NSIP, and was distinctly marked by a strong 
presence of top government officials, including the Minister of 
Finance, Mike de Meza, Minster of Economic Affairs, Social 
Affairs and Culture, Michelle Winklaar, Minister of Public 
Health and Sports, Richard Visser, with the welcome address 
made by President of Parliament, Andy Lee. Additionally 
present were several parliamentarians, directors of a number 
of key governmental agencies, and executives from Aruba’s 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Minister Lee reminded the gathering that even though Aruba, 
a tiny island in the Caribbean, has seen unprecedented growth in 
the 23 years since attaining Status Aparte and self-determination, 
it faces many internal and external challenges at present, which 
affects its potential for “sustainable development.” He further 
expressed that the key element of guaranteeing Aruba’s future 
is a process requiring dialogue and cooperation from all social 
levels.

He lauded the volunteers of 
Nos Aruba 2025 for initiating 
this dialogue, as well as their 
persistence in bringing the 
purpose of the commission to 
the community through various 
projects and events. 

Hosts and facilitators for 
the day were James v/d Linde 
and Zulema Dabian-Erasmus. 
Maria Dijkoff-Pita of the 
Project Management Team and 
Director of the Department 
of Economic Affairs opened 
the presentations with an 
explanation of the process that 
has produced the NISP, to date. 
Wednesday’s activities would 
also be incorporated into the 
finalization of the plan, as 
the afternoon sessions would 
consist of discussions with 
major stakeholders to acquire 
their valued input. “Both the 


public and private sector of 
Aruba has shown concern for the 
direction of Aruba’s economic 
development. Nos Aruba 2025 
was to create this vision,” she 
began. NISP has evolved from 
a National Development Plan 
that was contrived previously, 
but mostly involved only 
the public sector, for the 
government to implement; but 
it is the purpose of the NISP 
to involve the private sector as 
well. “Just like all countries in 
the world, we want to guarantee 
economic development this 
will help us sustain quality 
of life, unfortunately, we 
are dependent on only one 
economic sector,” she pointed 
out. “On Aruba, because of 
the lack of communication 
and coordination between 
the public and private sector, 
there is a great waste of 


human and financial resources 
with fragmented policies. 
Aruba being vulnerable in the 
international arena is another 
reason we require planning for 
the future; the present world 
crises effects us strongly, as 
does the fluctuating price of 
fossil fuels. An imperative 
for Aruba is to become far 
more fuel independent,” she 
explained. 

“Our goal is not only to 
devise the plan,” continued 
Mrs. Dijkhoff-Pita. “The plan 
is a medium to reach our goal. 
Our goal is to empower Aruba 
to achieve its full potential 
by integrating strategies for 
social, cultural, economic and 
environmental developments. 
Further, we wish to stimulate 
coordination between all 
stakeholders in the public and 
private sector, civic society, 


and all citizens in Aruba in 
designing this vision, and see 
the strategic and integrated 
planning process for sustainable 
development institutionalized. 
Twelve commissions to 
address particular issues were 
developed within the Nos Aruba 
2025 doctrine; they worked 
together on the four strategies 
for development. 

During the discussion session 
following the first presentations, 
several noteworthy comments 
came from the audience, in 
particular from Milton Ponson, 
who reminded the gathering 
that there are rules and 
guidelines set up by the United 
Nations regarding preparing 
frameworks for legislation of 
NISP laws. “We must bear in 
mind that as a small island in 
the Dutch Kingdom and a part 
of the international community 
we must abide by international 
standards and guidelines; as part 
of the Dutch Kingdom we are 
party to dozens of international 
treaties...Before we commit to 
formalizing legislation for NISP 
and the processes therefore, 
we must have a reference 
document which shows how 
this will be in full compliance 
with all the international treaty 
obligations.. .It would be a very 
good idea to first look around 
what has been accomplished in 
the region, particularly in the 
Eastern Caribbean.” 

Finally, before the morning 
break, Leo Maduro of Aruba’s 
Chamber of Commerce 
commented “What is proposed 
might work, but it won’t 
work if we don’t do the other 
things we have to do...one 
of our problems is we don’t 
have a good reputation for 
implementing laws. For the 
moment, we have a big lake of 
law to be finished and it is ever 
growing, so we should see not 
to get drowned in all the legal 
projects we have. I think that we 
should start somewhere else.” 

“I think what is important is 
that this project has started the 


basic things,” notedMr. Maduro. 
“The cooperation you see now, 
I have not seen for years; we 
have not seen this discussion 
and debate, this cooperation 
within government departments 
and a lot of organizations in the 
private sector. This is where this 
project is making a difference; 
this is what we have to build 
up. If you want to make it more 
concrete in a law, for me, that 
is of minor importance. What is 
important is that you do continue 
in a structured way; don’t let it 
go, and you have to continue 
it forever.” He mentioned that 
Holland and Sweden are not 
bound within the international 
community for the measures 
they have taken; they just did 
what was needed to care for the 
future of their nations, “they did 
the right thing,” he concluded, 
“we can too.” 

Parliamentarian Andin Bikker 
disagreed, pointing out that laws 
would bind governments that 
would come after the present 
administration. “We need to 
supersede governments for the 
next 50 years- there needs to be 
a continuum. So we do need to 
have some sort of constitutional 
legislation, no matter how 
boring that may be. Barbados 
has crafted a similar plan and 
laid it down in legislation; we 
can look at what they have done 
and how they have done it.” 

Ms. Dabian-Erasmus 
mentioned this is the first 
true public presentation of 
the NISP, which they feel 
requires consolidating the 
development of the Aruban 
economy and sustained socio¬ 
economic development by 
means of diversification. Input 
from all sectors of society is 
welcome and to facilitate public 
involvement has established a 
website, www.nosaruba2025. 
aw. A full breakdown of the 
findings and plan of Nos 
Aruba 2025 and reports from 
the twelve committees can be 
found on their website where 
visitors can comment. □

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Central Govt eases income, employment restrictions

PHILIPSBURG--The 
Central Government has 
relaxed restrictions on 
income and employment for 
undocumented immigrants 
after a recent review of 
the Brooks Tower Accord 
(BTA). 

Non-nationals living illegally 
in the Netherlands Antilles no 
longer need to earn as much 


money to qualify for BTA, 
a legalisation programme 
that allows undocumented 
persons to obtain temporary 
legal residence. 

Most still need to earn at 
least minimum wage - just 
over US $700 monthly - for 
consideration for a temporary 
residence permit, according 
to Norman Serphos, liaison 


Customs catches man with drugs 
during second search at airport 


PHILIPSBURG—Customs officers arrested a man at Princess 
Juliana International Airport (PJIA) trying to smuggle dissolved 
cocaine out of St. Maarten Tuesday, a day after they had let him 
go because he and another man hadn’t had any drugs on their 
arrival. 

It was the second time in three days smugglers had tried to 
fly to Europe via St. Maarten with cocaine in lotion bottles, 
according to information from the Windward Islands Customs 
Department. 

In custody is a Curagao-born man C.P.W. (42) who lied to 
officers at PJIA about his travel plans Monday. Authorities 
released W. and another man identified only as M. that day 
when they couldn’t find drugs on them. 

Officers stopped W. again on Tuesday as he tried to board a 
KLM flight to Curasao. They found more than one kilo of 
cocaine on him. 

He and M. had told authorities on Monday that they planned to 
stay in St. Maarten at least a week before leaving. When officers 
caught the men buying tickets to Paris, France, minutes later 
they had stopped them, searched their bags and X-rayed their 
stomachs on suspicion that they were carrying bolitas. 

The officers were forced to release the suspects on Monday 
because the searches had turned up nothing. “The procedure is 
[that] we have to let them go [if they are clean],” Customs Head 
Anthony Doran said. 

In the search on Tuesday, Customs officers found W. with 1.5 
kilos of cocaine dissolved in four bottles of lotion. 

Then they stopped M. at the airport again during his second 
attempt to buy Air France tickets. They searched and X-rayed 
him again and found nothing, Doran said. They had to release 
M. and allow him to fly. 

Customs officials in Curasao stopped a man on Sunday who 
had just left St. Maarten on an Insel Air flight. That suspect was 
caught with 1.72 kilos of cocaine in lotion bottles. He originally 
had tried to fly to the Netherlands, but had been detained by 
authorities in St. Maarten and sent back. 

Doran said authorities hadn’t seen smugglers trying to move 
drugs in bottles of lotion in months. “It’s been nearly a year 
since we confiscated cocaine in liquid form,” he said. Q

between 2002 and 2005. The 
BTA had required Category 

II applicants to have their 
employers sign the requests. 
Officials now include self¬ 


employment for Category II, 
as long as applicants make 
enough money and can pay 
the US $800 work permit 
processing fee. “They must 
meet the criteria of sufficient 
financial means (at least 
minimum wage) ... and the 
[ability to pay the] fee itself 
(via the bank),” Serphos 
said in a press statement 
Tuesday. 

The Central Government 
set the minimum income 
for single-parent families at 
$1,500. 

The BTA went into effect three 
weeks ago in St. Maarten, 
Curasao and Bonaire, giving 
undocumented persons who 
have lived in the Antilles for 
years the chance to become 


legal residents for one year. 
Legalisation continues until 
December 15. After that, 
undocumented persons have 
three months to leave before 
intense controls start. 
Antillean Justice Minister 
Magali Jacoba promised that 
the government would amend 
restrictions and criteria to 
ensure that as many of the 
estimated tens of thousands 
of undocumented persons 
become legal residents. 

She urged two of the first 36 
persons who received BTA 
permits here to request the 
usual residence and work 
papers at least four months 
before their BTA permits 
expire on November 3,

SVB wants to manage St. Maarten’s 
proposed Health Insurance System 

~ Willemsberg says Govt, SVB should talk ~ 

PHILIPSBURG—The Windward Islands is the most able to do it.” 


Social Insurance Bank SVB says it is fully 
competent to manage the National Health 
Insurance System (NHIS) for Country 
St. Maarten and believes the Island 
Government and the insurance service 
provider should engage in dialogue about 
working together. 

SVB Head Windward Islands Reginald 
Willemsberg said that while government 
had indicated that it was not interested in 
SVB managing the fund, it should at least 
tap the available knowledge and expertise. 
“Government should at least talk to SVB to 
see in what manner the SVB can assist or 
even provide the services in the new country 
St. Maarten, not necessarily in the same 
format that we have right now, because 
right now SVB is a Central Government 
entity and we are looking at a new service 
for Country St. Maarten,” he said. 

Leader of Government Commissioner 
William Marlin told reporters last week 
that no formal decision had been taken on 
who would manage the NHIS, but said the 
project would go on bid and organisations 
or groups would have a chance to bid. 

“I believe that if given the chance, SVB 
will be able to manage the NHIS, not 
because of emotional reasons, but based 
on the experience and expertise that we 
have in-house. We can do it, but we have 
to be cognisant of the fact that there are 
certain resources that we don’t have at the 
moment, because we are supported by a 
head office [based in Curasao] with certain 
departments [also based in Cura 9 ao].” 
SVB’s legal department, account managers 
and financial departments are not physically 
located in St. Maarten. 

“This does not mean that we cannot get 
all of these departments in the future, but 
whether we do it for the new entity or for 
SVB’s new format, we still have to get 
these departments, and I believe that SVB 


He said SVB was preparing a plan to 
present to government on how SVB could 
contribute to the NHIS process. 

“I don’t think it’s wise to throw away the 
wealth of wisdom and knowledge that we 
have locally in St. Maarten. We should 
make use of the experience that we have 
and the infrastructure that has been in place 
for more than 49 years. We should not just 
throw it out the window. I believe that we 
should use the resources that we have and 
the expertise to help set up the new entity 
that will be established,” Willemsberg 
said. 

He also explained that the intention was 
for sickness insurance to be removed from 
SVB’s mandate and for the insurance service 
provider to continue managing accident 
insurance, old age pensions, widows’ and 
orphans’ pensions and cessantia payments. 
Willemsberg said that while SVB fully 
supported its workers in their fight for job 
security and to secure their accumulated 
benefits, the insurance service provider 
was exploring other avenues to offer some 
sort of job security to its staff. 

“We applaud the staff for their efforts to get 
some answers. Management supports their 
appeal, because we think it’s very important 
for everyone to have clarity on what will 
happen to them in the future.” 

He said SVB was currently “in a difficult 
position” with the planned introduction of 
the NHIS. 

Marlin had said earlier that government 
had taken note of the concerns of SVB 
and Health Cost Bureau BZV workers and 
would not turn its back on them. The workers 
were lobbying for written guarantees that 
their jobs and accumulated benefits will be 
maintained when the NHIS is introduced. 
They had also met with several members of 
the Executive Council and had submitted a 
petition to government. □ 


Marketing firm in Holland 
about to halt all operations 

~ Still no contract from government ~ 

AMSTERDAM—Interreps, the firm representing St. Maarten’s 
Tourism Bureau in the Netherlands, is on the verge of halting all 
operations because the Executive Council is still to approve the 
extension of its marketing contract. 

Interreps Director Lydia Haveman said she would love to 
continue, but couldn’t do so without a contract. “Formally, we 
can’t represent St. Maarten,” she said. 

Her comments compound a serious problem for St. Maarten, 
which is already without representation in Canada, the island’s 
second largest source market, or Brazil. Wholesalers and travel 
writers have warned on separate occasions recently that the 
destination is lagging behind in its positioning strategy as it 
relates to vital markets. Other destinations in the region, they 
stressed, have surpassed St. Maarten in key markets in terms of 
aggressive and consistent promotion. 

Through the efforts of former Tourism Commissioner Roy 
Marlin, the Island Territory signed a one-year contract with 
Interreps on July 1, 2008. That contract ended June 30 
and Haveman said she had been trying for more than half a 
year to get the agreement extended so her company could 
continue promotional efforts in the Netherlands, Belgium and 
Luxembourg, the so-called Benelux, on behalf of St. Maarten. 
Commissioner of Tourism Frans Richardson said the situation 
with the contracts had had his attention since he assumed office. 
Although he could not go into detail at this time, he alluded to 
complications with Committee for Financial Supervision CFT 
rules, but stressed that the issue had his fullest attention and he 
hoped to have it resolved soon. 

St. Maarten Hospitality and Trade Association (SHTA) President 
Emil Lee also told the SHTA’s recent general membership 
meeting that SHTA believed the island would have a challenging 
year ahead because of the lack of contractual agreements. 

“Our competition will certainly be out in the market competing 
aggressively for business. Our tourism infrastructure still leaves 
a lot to be desired. Again, I am not blaming anyone, but the 
reality is that we are without representation in Canada, and the 
island sales representatives in Holland and South America are 
still without contracts that guarantee them payment. 

“We are concerned that government liquidity issues may 
impair the ability of the destination to fund a proper marketing 
campaign,” Lee had told the meeting. It is unrealistic to expect 
persons to work hard on the island’s behalf when the island does 
not do the same in return, he had added. 

When this newspaper contacted Haveman to enquire what had 
become of the initial marketing and promotional activities 
and what new developments were taking place, she reported: 
“We’ve been in constant contact with the Tourism Bureau in St. 
Maarten, but so far the extension has not been approved by the 
Executive Council. We haven’t had a response.” Q

NEW YORK- Stocks climbed 
Wednesday following a drop in 
weekly unemployment claims 
to the lowest level of the year 
and a rise in new home sales. 
The market’s gain was modest 
on thin trading volume ahead 
of the Thanksgiving holiday, 
which can exacerbate swings 
in the market. 

The government said new 
claims for unemployment 
insurance fell by 35,000 last 
week to 466,000. That’s the 
fewest claims since September 
last year, and better than the 
500,000 that economists had 
expected. 

The drop in claims suggests 
the job market is healing, 
but concern remains that 
the improvement will be 
temporary as the weak 
economy continues to push 
unemployment higher. The 
jobless rate hit 10.2 percent 
in October and many analysts 
believe it will keep rising 
before starting to improve 


next summer. 

In other economic reports, new 
home sales rose 6.2 percent 
to an annual rate of 430,000. 
That’s above what economists 
surveyed by Thomson Reuters 
had expected. 

Separately,thegovemmentalso 
reported consumer spending 
rose a brisk 0.7 percent last 
month, following a 0.6 percent 
drop in September. It was the 
best showing since August, 
when the government’s now- 
defunct Cash for Clunkers 
programs enticed people to 
buy cars. 

Not all the day’s news was 
upbeat. Orders for expensive 
manufactured goods dropped 
0.6 percent last month, the first 
drop since August. Economists 
had expected orders would 
grow. 

DougRoberts, chiefinvestment 
strategist at Channel Capital 
Research in Shrewsbury, N.J., 
said investors are still worried 
about the sustainability of 
a recovery but are afraid of 
missing more of the market’s 
eight-month rally. 


“People may not believe in this 
market but they’re reluctantly 
being pulled into it with each 
of these reports,” he said. 

In early afternoon trading, the 
Dow Jones industrial average 
rose 23.06, or 0.2 percent, to 
10,456.77. 

The broader Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index rose 3.53, or 
0.3 percent, to 1,109.18, and 
the Nasdaq composite index 
rose 6.15, or 0.3 percent, to 
2,175.33. 

The dollar fell against most 
other major currencies, while 
gold rose to another record. 

A weakening dollar has 
bolstered commodities and 
stocks of energy and materials 
companies, helping pump up 
their stocks in the market’s 
eight-month rally. 

Bond prices fell as the 
bulk of the day’s economic 
reports eased worries about 
the economy. That sent the 
yield on the benchmark 10- 
year Treasury note up to 3.35 
percent from 3.31 percent late 
Tuesday. The yield on the 
three-month T-bill rose to 0.05 


percent from 0.03 percent. 

The Chicago Board Options 
Exchange’s Volatility Index, 
known as the market’s fear 
index, fell to 20.05, its lowest 
level since August 2008. 
That’s a signal that investors 
are less worried about big 
swings in the market. 

In corporate news, Tiffany & 
Co. rose after its third-quarter 
profit topped expectations 
and the jeweler raised its full- 
year profit forecast ahead of 
the holiday shopping season. 
Tiffany rose $1.67, or 4 
percent, to $43.50. 

That lifted other luxury 
retailers. Saks Inc. rose 27 
cents, or 4.2 percent, to $6.68, 
while Nordstrom Inc. rose 
81 cents, or 2.4 percent, to 
$34.49. The reports came 
ahead of the unofficial start of 
the holiday shopping season 
on Friday. Investors will be 
looking for any signals in the 
coming weeks from retailers 


about consumer spending, 
which is the primary driver of 
the economy. 

Deere and Co. posted a loss for 
its fiscal fourth quarter but the 
maker of farm equipment said 
it would have been profitable 
without big charges it booked 
during the latest period. 
The stock rose $1.47, or 2.8 
percent, to $53.76. 

Light, sweet crude rose $1.06 
$77.08 per barrel on the New 
York Mercantile Exchange. 
More than two stocks rose for 
every one that fell on the New 
York Stock Exchange, where 
volume came to 411.3 million 
shares compared with 456.5 
million shares traded at the 
same point Monday. 

Overseas, Japan’s Nikkei 
stock average rose 0.4 
percent. Britain’s FTSE 100 
rose 0.8 percent, Germany’s 
DAX index rose 0.6 percent, 
and France’s CAC-40 rose 0.7 
percent. □ 


Rates on 30-year mortgages sink, match record low 


McLEAN, Va. - Average rates for 30-year 
fixed mortgages fell this week, matching a 
record low set last spring and more than a full 
percentage point below what they were a year 
ago, Freddie Mac said Wednesday. 

Rates for 30-year mortgages averaged 4.78 
percent this week, down from 4.83 percent last 
week and equaling the record low reached the 
week of April 30. 

Freddie Mac has been tracking rates on 30-year 
fixed mortgages since 1971. Last year at this 
time, the 30-year fixed rate mortgage averaged 
5.97 percent. 

Interest rates began dropping last November, 
when the Federal Reserve began spending 
$1.25 trillion to buy up mortgage-backed 
securities in an effort to lower rates, loosen 
credit availability and bolster the long-suffering 
housing market. 

Since April, rates have hovered near 5 percent, 
spurring refinance activity. However, credit 
standards remain stringent, so the best rates 
usually are available only to borrowers with 
solid credit and a 20 percent down payment. 
Rates for 30-year fixed mortgages are now 0.8 


percentage points below this year’s peak set 
in mid-June. Refinancing at the current rate 
shaves roughly $100 off monthly payments 
on a $200,000 mortgage, said Frank Nothaft, 
Freddie Mac’s chief economist. 

Freddie Mac collects mortgage rates on 
Monday through Wednesday of each week 
from lenders around the country. Rates often 
fluctuate significantly, even within a given 
day, frequently in line with long-term Treasury 
bonds. The average rate on a 15-year fixed-rate 
mortgage fell to 4.29 percent, down from 4.32 
percent last week, according to Freddie Mac. 
The 15-year rate hasn’t been this low since 
Freddie Mac started tracking it in 1991. 

Rates on five-year, adjustable-rate mortgages 
averaged 4.18 percent, down from last week’s 
4.25 percent. Rates on one-year, adjustable-rate 
mortgages were 4.35 percent for the second 
consecutive week. 

The rates do not include add-on fees known as 
points. The nationwide fee for loans in Freddie 
Mac’s survey averaged 0.7 point for 30-year 
and one-year loans. The fee averaged 0.6 point 
for 15-year and five-year mortgages.□

UN: HIV outbreak peaked in 1996 


HIV cases worldwide. 

Daniel Halperin, an AIDS 
expert at Harvard University, 
said it was good news the rate 
of new infections was dropping 
and that access to AIDS drugs 
was helping to cut the death 
rate. Earlier this year, the U.N. 
announced there are now 4 
million people on lifesaving 
AIDS drugs worldwide, a 10- 
fold increase in five years. 

In the report by the World 
Health Organization and 
UNAIDS, the experts estimate 
there are now about 33.4 
million people worldwide 
with HIV. In 2007, the figure 
was about 33.2 million. 
The numbers are based on 
a mathematical model and 
come with a margin of error of 
several million people. 

With the U.N.’s confirmation 
HIV is now declining in most 
countries, some experts said 
the report should change the 
spending habits of international 
donors. Globally, HIV causes 
about 4 percent of all deaths, 
but gets about 23 cents of 
every public health dollar. 

“We shouldn’t let this single 
disease continue to distort 
overall global funding, 
especially when bigger killers 
like pneumonia and diarrhea 


in developing countries are 
far easier and cheaper to 
treat,” said Philip Stevens, of 
International Policy Network, 
a London-based think tank. 

In the report, U.N. officials 
wrote that “AIDS continues 
to be a major public health 
priority” and called for more 
funds to support their effort. 
Officials said the drugs have 
saved nearly 3 million lives. 
People with HIV who start 
the drugs must continue 
indefinitely, so the cost of 
treating HIV will continue 
to rise, even as the epidemic 
fades. Prices could skyrocket 
if resistance develops and 
more expensive regimens are 
needed. 

Whether previous U.N. 
initiatives are responsible for 
the epidemic’s downturn is 
uncertain. Some experts said 
the drop in HIV may simply 
be a result of the virus burning 
itself out, rather than the result 
of any health interventions. 
Ties Boerma, a WHO statistics 
expert, said countries whose 
HIV prevalence declined 
dramatically, like Zimbabwe, 
were not always those that got 
the most AIDS money. 

The report also noted that 
where treatment is available, 


rates of HIV are either stable 
or rising. 

Elizabeth Pisani, an 
epidemiologist who once 
worked for UNAIDS, said 
when people with HIV don’t 
take their drugs exactly as 
prescribed, they have periods 
where they become infectious, 
giving the virus a chance to 
spread. Most people without 
treatment die before infecting 
many others. 

“In theory, treatment may have 
an important preventative 
effect, but in practice, it can 
actually make things worse,” 
Pisani said. “We obviously 
can’t stop treatment, but 
we need to do a lot more on 
prevention.” 

Stevens said the fact that AIDS 
peaked more than a decade ago 
suggests it is now time for the 
global community to prioritize 
other health problems. 

Outside of the worst-affected 
countries such as South Africa, 
respiratory infections, heart 
disease and malaria are bigger 
killers. 

“Against this backdrop, 
it is unjust that AIDS 
should commandeer such 
a disproportionate level of 
funding,” Stevens said.Q

Obama’s first pardon: A 
turkey named ‘Courage’

WASHINGTON (AP) — After 10 months in 
office, President Barack Obama granted his 
first pardon Wednesday to “Courage,” a 45- 
pound turkey spared from the Thanksgiving 
dinner table. 

Accompanied by daughters Sasha and Malia, 
Obama stood under the North Portico of the 
White House to honor a holiday tradition that 
dates to 1947 — receiving a bird from the 
National Turkey Federation. 

“I’m told Presidents Eisenhower and Johnson 
actually ate their turkeys,” Obama said. “You 
can’t fault them for that; that’s a good-looking 
bird.” 

On the Thanksgiving holiday, the last Thursday 
in November, many Americans have turkey for 
lunch or dinner. 

President George H.W. Bush was the first to 
officially pardon a turkey, an annual event at 
the White House. 

Obama joked about wanting to forgo the 
tradition and eat “Courage.” 

“Thanks to the interventions of Malia and Sasha 

— because I was planning to eat this sucker 

— ‘Courage’ will also be spared this terrible 
and delicious fate,” he said. 

Obama said he wished all American service 
members at home and abroad a happy 
Thanksgiving, speaking of the “tremendous 


honor it is to serve as commander in chief of 
the finest military in the world.” 

He also spoke about the first family’s plans for 
the holiday dinner. 

“Just like millions of other families across 
America, we’ll take time to give our thanks 
for many blessings,” Obama said. “We’ll also 
remember this is a time when so many members 
of our American family are hurting.” 

Obama noted that President Abraham Lincoln 
made Thanksgiving a holiday in the midst of 
the Civil War in the 1860s, “when the future of 
our very union was most in doubt.” 

“This is an era of new perils and new hardships,” 
he added. “So on this quintessentially American 
holiday, as we give thanks for what we’ve 
got, let’s also give back to those who are less 
fortunate.” 

After his remarks, the turkey was lifted to a 
table and Obama raised his hand over its head 
to deliver a mock-serious pardon. 

“You are hereby pardoned,” he said. 

Obama said “Courage” will get to spend the 
rest of his life in “peace and tranquility” at a 
Disneyland amusement park.

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Americans search far cheaper Thanksgiving trips

CHICAGO - Millions of 
Americans got an early jump 
on their Thanksgiving travel 
Wednesday, with many opting 
to drive or take trains and 
buses instead of shelling out 
more money for flights amid 
a sour economy still hitting 


household budgets hard. 

At a Greyhound station in 
Louisville, Ky., 18-year-old 
Cathy Smith waited patiently 
to catch a bus to Tennessee. 
Smith has flown home in the 
past, but her grandparents 

— who paid for her bus ticket 

— ruled that out this year. 

“It was the price of the ticket,” 


she said. 

Many Americans are forgoing 
air travel for Thanksgiving 
and opting for cheaper 
alternatives because of 
economic pressures. Others 
are staying home completely 
— partly to avoid traffic and 
airport lines, partly to save a 
buck. 

Thanksgiving travel 

plummeted 25 percent 
between 2007 and 2008, and 
many of those habits seem 
to be sticking this year. The 
number of people traveling is 
likely to inch up only by about 
1.4 percent, according to an 
AAA prediction based on a 
survey of 1,300 households. 
About 38 million domestic 
travelers are expected to go 
somewhere this holiday — a 
far cry from the roughly 58 
million who made holiday 


journeys in 2005 when the 
economy was better. 

Traveling for Thanksgiving 
at any cost was too much for 
Julie Bennink, 26, who works 
in public relations in Chicago. 
Unexpected bills meant she 
couldn’t afford paying what 
would have been at least $400 
for a rental car and gas to 
drive the three hours to Grand 
Rapids, Mich., for dinner with 
her family. 

“My mom was not really 
thrilled with me when I told 
her,” said Bennink, whose plan 
B was to take a 15-minute city 
bus ride to a friend’s house. 
Most people have calculated 
that travel by car often 
makes the most financial 
sense, said Alan Pisarski, a 
leading transportation analyst. 
About 33 million people are 
expected to travel by car this 
Thanksgiving, according to 
AAA. 

John and Janet Lawson of 
Elizabethtown, Ky., opted to 
drive 350 miles to Dearborn 
Heights, Mich., to make 
dinner for one of her sisters 
rather than spend the holiday 
with her other siblings in 
Minnesota. 

“It affected us as far as the 
distance we would travel,” 
Janet Lawson said at a service 
plaza along Interstate 75 in 
southwest Ohio. “We didn’t 
want to do any flying.” 

The Lawsons left home at 4 
a.m., hoping to beat traffic. 
Their SUV was loaded 
with turkey, gravy, stuffing, 
cranberry sauce, sweet 
potatoes and pies. “If we get 
stranded on the side of the 
road, we are not going to 
starve,” John Lawson said. 
Pam Walker and her family of 
five made the more than seven- 
hour drive from Muskegon, 
Mich., to Nashville to visit her 
son. “It’s cheaper and it’s also 
a ride we’re familiar with,” 
said Walker, who was meeting 
her son at a restaurant for 
breakfast. 

Those on the road also were 
watching their wallets. 
“Instead of stopping at 
restaurants, we prepared and 
packed food ahead of time, 
so we could save money,” 
said Shelid Freeman, who 
stopped at a service plaza for 
a bathroom and coffee break 
on Interstate 64 in New Kent 


County, Va., while driving 
from Columbus, Ohio, to 
Virginia Beach. 

Train ridership also was 
predicted to get a holiday 
boost. Amtrak said it expected 
Wednesday to be its busiest 
travel day of the year, with 
ridership as high as 125,000 
passengers. On a typical 
Wednesday, the railroad 
carries approximately 74,000 
passengers. 

At New York City’s Penn 
Station, sisters Emily and 
Katie Jacobs ate breakfast and 
drank coffee at they waited 
for their train to Atlantic City, 
N.J. 

Emily Jacobs, 26, said they 
decided on Amtrak after 
considering “traffic on the 
roads, getting out of the city, 
and then the New Jersey 
Turnpike ... might as well 
bypass all that.” 

The cost of flying was another 
deterrent, Emily Jacobs said, 
since “ticket prices for planes 
were insane” already and the 
surcharges for holiday airfare 
were even more discouraging. 
Airlines had been depending 
on holiday travelers more than 
usual because travel has been 
so weak the rest of the year, said 
Stifel Nicolaus analyst Hunter 
Keay. The AAA predicts there 
will be a 6.7 percent decrease 
in air travelers this holiday 
compared with last year. 

That doesn’t mean fewer 
sardine-packed planes. 

Carriers have cut the number 
of aircraft in service, ensuring 
full planes. And with extra 
fees to check baggage on most 
carriers, many travelers are 
likely to bring as much as they 
can on board. So add battles 
for overhead compartment 
space to the list of potential 
headaches. 

At Dallas-Fort Worth 
International Airport, Manu 
Maile was checking to make 
sure passengers followed 
American Airlines’ limits for 
carry-on luggage — one bag 
and one personal item. Maile, 
who works for Prospect 
Airport Services, said more 
people were trying to sneak an 
extra bag on board this year. 
She said crowds were smaller 
and less frenzied than last 
Thanksgiving. “Last year 
we had people fighting at the 
checkpoint,” Maile said. □

That’s a relatively small 
amount in the influential 
realm of PACs, or political 
action committees, but still 
more than established groups 
that back enforcement-only 
policies, who have seen 
donations slow to a trickle. 
“Even a small amount of 
pro-immigration reform PAC 
money, pro-immigration 
muscle, makes it a two-sided 
debate,” said Tamar Jacoby, 
who heads Immigration Works 
USA, a federation of mostly 
small and medium businesses 
that support a path to 
citizenship for some illegal 
immigrants and streamlining 
the employment visa process. 
The power of PACS goes 
far beyond their direct 
contributions to candidates. 
They also wield power by 
bundling smaller donations 
from individuals nationwide 
and directing those funds to 
politicians sympathetic to 
their causes. 

The PACS — formed by 
immigration lawyers and 
other immigrant advocates 
— are among pro-immigrant 
groups seeing donations on 
the rise. Large foundations are 
donating millions to nonprofits 
that work with immigrants, 


although that money can’t be 
used for campaigns. 

Allen Brandstater, head 
of the PAC Americans 
Against Illegal Immigration, 
acknowledged the changing 
mood. His group, which raised 
$850,000 during the 2008 
election cycle for mostly issue 
ads and mailers, the most of 
any of the immigration PACs, 
is “pretty much dormant right 
now,” he said. Brandstater 
blamed the lack of support 
on the weak economy and on 
President Barack Obama and 
the Democratic-led Congress, 
which he believes are more 
likely to back legalization. 
Brandstater also lamented that 
some donors have grown wary 
about associating themselves 
with his organization because 
of what he said was negative 
publicity in 2008. 

“In the last election, you were 
called racist if you wanted to 
protect the sovereignty of our 
borders,” he said. 
Miami-based immigration 
attorney Ira Kurzban co¬ 
founded Immigrants’ List, the 


nation’s first major PAC to 
support legalization and other 
efforts to help U.S. residents 
and asylum seekers, in 2006. 
Kurzban says he looked around 
and saw nearly half a dozen 
political fundraising groups 
dedicated to enforcement- 
only immigration policies that 
appeared to have the ears of 
lawmakers. 

Two years later, immigrant 
advocates in Illinois started 
ImmigrationPAC, now run 
by the Raben Group, a New 
York-based lobbying firm. 

So far this election cycle, 
Immigrants’ List and 
ImmigrationPac have 

raised $81,000, compared 
to about $71,000 by three 
enforcement-only committees, 
according to Federal Election 
Commission data compiled 
by the nonprofit Center for 
Responsive Politics. That’s 
minuscule compared to the 
National Rifle Association’s 
PAC, which has $7.4 million 
in the same period, or to the 
financial might on both sides 
of the health care debate. 


Still, Jacoby said she is seeing 
growing cash support from 
businesses. And major donors 
such as the Ford Foundation, 
the Carnegie Corporation 
and liberal financier George 
Soros’ Open Society Institute 
have also allocated more to 
immigrant advocates and 
their allies. Maria Teresa 
Rojas, who manages the Open

Society Institute’s immigration 
portfolio, said her foundation 
alone has allocated an extra 
$15 million to be spent over 
the next three years “to take 
advantage of what looks to be a 
historic opportunity to reform 
our immigration system.” 
She cited the combination of 
a Democratic president and 
Congress. □

The president promised 
this week to “finish the 
job” begun eight years ago, 
and press secretary Robert 
Gibbs said Wednesday 
the announcement would 
include an exit strategy. But 


the surge in troops would 
be Obama’s second since 
taking office, and liberal 
Democrats already are 
lining up against it, in part 
because of the also-surging 
cost — up to $75 billion a 
year. 

Gibbs said Obama’s recent 


meetings with military 
advisers have often 
focused on how to train 
Afghanistan’s police and 
army to secure and hold 
areas taken from the Taliban 
so that U.S. forces can 
leave. “We are not going 
to be there another eight or 
nine years,” he said. 
Incompetence and 

corruption in the Afghan 
government have aided a 
rise in the Taliban’s strength. 
The military strategy is 
expected to include specific 
dates that deployments 
could be slowed or stopped 
if necessary, a senior 
military official said. The 
official and others spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because the decision was 
not final. 

Obama will be speaking 
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to a war-weary American 
public. Polls show support 
for the war has dropped 
significantly since Obama 
took office, with a majority 
now saying both that they 
oppose the war and that it is 
not worth fighting. 

The president and his 
top military and national 
security advisers have held 
10 meetings to discuss 
America’s future steps in 
Afghanistan. The top general 
in Afghanistan, Stanley 
McChrystal, has asked the 
president for about 40,000 
troops, arguing that a robust 
but temporary surge was the 
best way to end the war. 
Administration officials 
said Obama has not made 
a final decision about the 
number of troops he would 
approve. Military officials, 
speaking on condition 
of anonymity because 
they are not authorized 
to discuss the president’s 
plans, said they expected 
the total to be between 
32,000 and 35,000. On 
Tuesday, Obama predicted 
the American people will 
support his strategy once 
they understand the stakes. 
“I feel very confident that 
when the American people 
hear a clear rationale for 
what we’re doing there and 
how we intend to achieve 
our goals, that they will 
be supportive,” he said, 
speaking at a White House 
news conference with Indian 
Prime Minister Manmohan 
Singh. 


McChrystal has warned 
that the war effort could 
fail without a large troop 
infusion. Although he 
preferred a higher figure — 
about 40,000—McChrystal 
is expected to testify before 
Congress next week that 
this lesser number still gives 
him enough. 

The expected increase 
would include at least 
three Army brigades and a 
single, larger Marine Corps 
contingent, the officials 
said. Among others likely 
to take part in congressional 
hearings are Secretary 
of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton, Defense Secretary 
Robert Gates, Joint Chiefs 
of Staff Chairman Adm. 
Mike Mullen and U.S. 
Ambassador to Afghanistan 
Karl Eikenberry. All were 
among about 20 officials 
and advisers participating 
in the president’s final 
deliberations Monday night 
— one of the biggest groups 
gathered for these sessions. 
The administration plan 
will have a tough sell 
among some congressional 
Democrats, including 
Senate Armed Services 
Committee Chairman Carl 
Levin, a Democrat who 
has questioned the value of 
adding forces and pointed 
to the war’s rising cost. 

The Afghan war bill hit 
$43 billion annually this 
summer, with the addition 
of21,000 forces Obama has 
already added to the fight 
this year.Q 
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Ex-CNN host Lou Dobbs weighs Senote run

HILLSIDE, New Jersey (AP) 
— Former CNN host Lou 
Dobbs is seriously considering 
running for U.S. Senate inNew 
Jersey in 2012 as a stepping 
stone to a possible White 
House bid — a congressional 
matchup that would pit one of 
illegal immigration’s biggest 
critics against a champion for 
immigrant rights. 

Dobbs spokesman Robert 
Dilenschneider told The 
Associated Press Wednesday 
that Dobbs may challenge 
Sen. Robert Menendez, a 
Democrat, but is considering 
other offers he’s received since 
his abrupt exit from CNN on 
Nov. 11 after 29 years on the 
news network. 

“A logical step for Lou, should 
he choose to go into public life, 
is to run for the next Senate 
seat in New Jersey, or to 
accept some kind of appointed 
position, nationally or in New 
Jersey,” Dilenschneider said. 

A Dobbs candidacy in 2012 
would set up a pitched battle 
over immigration against 
Menendez, the Senate’s only 
Hispanic member. 

Dobbs, who owns a farm 
in rural northwestern New 
Jersey, flirted briefly this 
year with a run for governor. 
He later ripped Republican 


nominee Chris Christie, a 
former federal prosecutor, 
over immigration enforcement 
and gave the independent 
candidate air time on CNN. 
His attacks on Christie could 
complicate his entry into 
Republican politics, since 
Christie won. Dobbs was 
once a Republican but is now 
an independent. He did not 
return requests for comment 
Wednesday. Dilenschneider 
said that Dobbs was in Florida 
and that no decision on his 
future was expected for at 
least two weeks. 

Monday, Dobbs said on 
former Sen. Fred Thompson’s 
radio program that he had 
been urged to run for president 
and would talk to some people 
about it. On Wednesday, 
Dilenschneider backed off 
that idea, telling The New 
York Times a presidential run 
was a “long way off.” 

The spokesman said 
there would have to be an 
“intermediary step,” such as 
the seat held by Menendez. 
Menendez downplayed any 
concern about the possible 
challenge. 

“I’m concentrated on jobs, not 
Dobbs,” Menendez said after 
visiting a food bank in Hillside 
on Wednesday. 

NationalRepublicanSenatorial 
Committee spokesman Brian 
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Walsh also downplayed a 
potential Dobbs candidacy, 
saying, “2012 is not on our 
radar screen right now. There 
are 36 Senate seats up in 2010, 
and that is where the NRSC’s 
sole focus is right now.” 
Dobbs, 64, was a CNN 
original who was one of the 
TV business’ leading financial 
journalists before taking on 
other topics and increasingly 
offering his own opinion. 
He caused controversy when 
he pressed President Barack 
Obama to prove he was bom 
in the United States even after 
his own network’s reporting 
debunked the question.□

Court convicts ox-gonoral in Colombia massacro

BOGOTA (AP) — A 
Colombian court has convicted 
a retired army general of 
murder and sentenced him to 
40 years in prison for his role 


in a notorious 1997 massacre 
by far-right militias. 

The sentence of ex-Gen. 
Jaime Humberto Uscategui is 
the most severe imposed on a 
senior Colombian officer in a 
case of collusion with right- 


wing death squads. 

A paramilitary force murdered 
at least 49 suspected guerrilla 
sympathizers in the village of 
Mapiripan from July 15-20, 
1997. At the time, Uscategui 
was a brigade commander in 
charge of a garrison where a 
pair of chartered planes full of 
far-right gunmen landed and 
were dispatched to oversee the 
mass killings. 

During the five-day massacre, 
the town’s judge, Ivan Cortes, 
made repeated telephone 
calls for help to Uscategui 
subordinates but said they 
ignored his pleas to send 
troops to halt the massacre. 
The killings — bodies were 
hacked up and many were 
thrown in a river—marked the 
bloody arrival of right-wing 
death squads in Colombia’s 
eastern plains, where they 
would go on to kill hundreds 
of suspected leftist rebel 
sympathizers. 


Human rights groups have 
long accused Colombia’s 
military of aiding and abetting 
right-wing death squads, 
citing the Mapiripan massacre 
as a clear case of close 
cooperation between the army 
and landowner-backed militias 
operating outside the law. 
Uscategui “did not make even 
the most minimal effort to try 
to confirm the extraordinary 
deeds” reported by Cortes, 
the three-judge panel of the 
Bogota Superior Tribunal said 
in its 90-page ruling, which 
was issued Monday but not 
made public until Wednesday. 
The court found Uscategui 
guilty of murder, kidnapping 
and falsifying public 
documents. 

The ex-general, reached 
Wednesday by The Associated 
Press, insisted he was 
innocent and his lawyer said 
he would appeal the verdict to 
Colombia’s Supreme Court. 


“I have the tranquility of 
innocence and I also have 
the tranquility of proof,” the 
61 -year-old Uscategui said. 
Lawyer Edgar Saavedra said 
his client would turn himself 
in as soon as he received the 
arrest order. 

Another former army general, 
Rito Alejo del Rio, is currently 
in jail pending trial in civilian 
court on charges of murder for 
killings allegedly committed 
by right-wing death squads 
that prosecutors say operated 
hand-in-glove with his forces 
during the mid-1990s in the 
turbulent Uraba region on the 
Caribbean coast. According 
to prosecutors, about 120 
paramilitaries responsible 
for the Mapiripan massacre, 
members of the United Self- 
Defense Forces of Colombia, 
arrived in two chartered plans 
at the San Jose del Guaviare 
airport, which was controlled 
by Uscategui’s command.Q 
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IAEA chief: Iran must 
accept nuclear proposal

VIENNA (AP) — The head 
of the International Atomic 
Energy Agency urged Iran on 
Wednesday to endorse a plan 
that would strip it of most of 
its enriched uranium, saying 
Tehran could not defuse fears 
about its nuclear program 
with proposals that included 
keeping the material. 

IAEA chief Mohamed 
ElBaradei’s comments were 
his firmest public rejection 
to date of Iranian attempts to 
modify a proposal that would 
involve shipping out around 
70 percent of its enriched 
stockpile and returning it in 
the form of fuel rods for its 
Tehran research reactor. 

While Iran has offered several 
counterproposals — buying 
the rods from abroad or 
exchanging its enriched 
uranium in small batches — 
all have in common Tehran’s 
rejection of exporting most of 
its enriched uranium. 

Iran now has enough enriched 
uranium for up to two nuclear 
weapons. If stripped of 70 
percent of that material, its 
ability to make such arms 
would be delayed for at least 
a year. 


Tehran insists it wants to enrich 
only to power an envisaged 
nuclear reactor network. But 
fears that it could instead 
turn to making fissile highly 
enriched uranium for warheads 
have resulted in U.N. Security 
Council demands that it freeze 
enrichment — and three sets 
of U.N. sanctions, shrugged 
off by Tehran. 

“You need the material 
(out) from Iran to defuse 
the crisis and open the space 
for negotiations,” ElBaradei 
told reporters. “Keeping the 
material in Iran will not lead 
to that.” 

His comments dovetailed 
with the view of six powers 
endorsing the plan — the U.S., 
Russia, China, Britain, France 
and Germany. 

Those same nations planned 
to mount a new challenge 
to Tehran this week in the 
form of a resolution to a 35- 
nation IAEA board meeting 
criticizing it for ignoring U.N. 
Security Council and IAEA 
board demands and continuing 
to build its enrichment program 
— sometimes clandestinely. 
Two diplomats who demanded 
anonymity because their 
information was confidential 
said that by Wednesday, the 


eve of the board’s opening 
session, close to two-thirds of 
board members had expressed 
support for the resolution in 
private meetings. 

Impatience with Iran has 
been fueled by Tehran’s 
September revelation that it 
had secretly been building a 
new enrichment facility. In a 
possible pre-emptive move, 
Iran notified the IAEA in a 
confidential letter only days 
before the leaders of the U.S. 
Britain and France went public 
with the clandestine project. 
Iran says it did not violate 
IAEA statues by waiting with 
its notification. But ElBaradei 
has said Tehran was “outside 
the law” in not telling his 
agency about the facility 
much earlier. On Wednesday, 
he said that Iran’s secrecy on 
the facility reduced “overall 
confidence” that Tehran is 
telling the truth when it asserts 
it is not interested in nuclear 
arms. A perusal of IAEA 
records shows that Tehran’s 
chief envoy to the IAEA, Ali 
Asghar Soltanieh, told the 
agency’s board last year that 
his country “has repeatedly 
declared that there is no 
undeclared nuclear material 
and activity in Iran” — at the 


time when construction of the 
secret nuclear facility was in 
full force. 

A copy of the six-power 
resolution prepared for the 
closed meeting and obtained 
by The Associated Press noted 
that Iran’s delay in reporting 
the new facility “does not 
contribute to the building 
of confidence” in Tehran’s 
nuclear aims. 

The facility “gives rise to 
questions about whether there 
are any other nuclear facilities 
under construction in Iran 
which have not been declared 
to the agency,” the document 
says. 

The resolution is significant 
because it groups Russia and 
China with the four Western 
powers in unified criticism 
of Iran’s nuclear program.

Russia and China have acted 
as a drag on Western calls for 
tougher action against Iran. 
While the board passed an 
IAEA resolution critical of 
Iran in 2006 with the support 
of all six world powers, 
subsequent attempts by the 
West to get backing from all 
35 board nations foundered 
on resistance from Russia 
and China. Those two nations 
have also resisted U.S. and 
European calls for tougher 
U.N. sanctions against Iran 
for refusing to freeze its 
enrichment program. 

Such unified action in Vienna 
could signal that both Russia 
and China may be more 
amenable to a fourth set of 
Security Council sanctions on 
Iran than they have been in 
past years.□

Officials in his office said the 
vote of senior ministers and 
top security officials was 11-1 
in favor. 

Netanyahu said the “far- 


reaching and painful step” 
was designed to “encourage 
resumption of peace talks with 
our Palestinian neighbors.” 
The Obama administration 
welcomed Israel’s decision, 
saying it was a step toward 


restarting Israeli-Palestinian 
peace talks. 

Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton issued a 
statement saying the Israeli 
decision was a helpful move 
toward resolving the Israeli- 


Palestinian conflict. The 
administration’s special envoy 
for Mideast peace, former 
Sen. George Mitchell, also 
welcomed the move but said 
it fell short of a full settlement 
freeze. 
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“But it is more than any Israeli 
government has done before 
and can help movement 
toward agreement between 
the parties,” he said, adding 
that he planned to return to the 
Mideast “in the near future” 
to resume his efforts to win 
agreement from the Israelis 
and Palestinians to return to 
the negotiating table. 
Palestinians already 

rejected the move before 
the announcement because 
the freeze does not include 
construction in Jewish 
neighborhoods in East 
Jerusalem, which the 
Palestinians want as the 
capital of their future state. 
Israel captured east Jerusalem 
from Jordan in the 1967 Arab- 
Israeli war and annexed it soon 
after. The sector was entirely 
Palestinian at the time, but the 
construction of settlements 
has since attracted 180,000 
Jewish residents. Palestinian 
President Mahmoud Abbas 
has demanded a total halt 
to settlement construction 
before peace talks can 
resume. On Wednesday, 
chief Palestinian negotiator 
Saeb Erekat said there was 
nothing new in Netanyahu’s 
announcement, pointing to 
the 3,000 new housing units 
under construction in the 
West Bank. “This is not a 
moratorium. Unfortunately, 
we hoped he would commit 
to a real settlement freeze so 
we can resume negotiations 
and he had a choice between 
settlements and peace and he 
chose settlements.” 

The freeze announced by the 
Israeli leader applies only to 
new construction, meaning 
housing already underway will 
continue. Also, Netanyahu 
said, only new homes are 
included. 

“We will not halt existing 
construction and we will 
continue to build synagogues, 
schools, kindergartens and 
public buildings essential for 
normal life” in the settlements, 
he said. 

The U.S. stance appeared 
to be the key to the issue. 
Palestinians charge that the 
Obama administration has 
been vacillating over the 
settlement construction issue, 
first demanding a total halt, 
then appearing to side with 
Israel in agreeing to limited 
building. □ 
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Taliban leader rules out 
talks with President Karzai

KABUL (AP)—The Taliban’s 
reclusive leader ruled out 
talks with President Hamid 
Karzai and called on Afghans 
on Wednesday to break off 
relations with his “stooge” 
administration. 

Mullah Omar’s message, 
issued ahead of the Muslim 
Eid holiday this weekend, 
comes less than a week before 
President Barack Obama 
is expected to announce an 
increase of thousands of 
troops for Afghanistan. The 
White House has said Obama 
is focusing on how the 
United States eventually will 
withdraw from Afghanistan, 
even as he plans to send more 
forces. 

In a statement, Omar insisted 
foreign troops were losing the 
war. 

His message, issued 
Wednesday ahead of the 
Muslim Eid holiday, came 
a week after Karzai reached 
out to the Taliban during his 
inauguration speech, saying it 
was important to include in the 
government former Taliban 
who were ready to renounce 
terrorism. 

The hardline militia has long 
refused to negotiate with the 
Karzai government or join 
what it considers a puppet 
administration. 

“Ground realities in our 
beloved country indicate 
that the invaders are about 
to escape,” Omar said in the 
message posted on a Web site 
used by the Taliban and e- 
mailed to journalists from an 
address often used to send out 
his statements. 

Omar led the Taliban regime 
that was toppled by the U.S.- 
led invasion of Afghanistan in 
2001, and has not been seen 
since. Afghan officials claim 
he is in hiding in Pakistan. 

As the Taliban insurgency 
gathers strength, U.S. military 
officials expect Obama to 
authorize an infusion of 
approximately 32,000 to 
35,000 troops to begin in 
February or March, which 
would be the largest expansion 
since the beginning of the war 


in 2001. Obama is to make a 
public address on his Afghan 
strategy Tuesday night. 

NATO countries are also 
preparing to send more 
soldiers, with British Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown 
saying 10 NATO nations are 
ready to offer about 5,000 
more troops. Britain, which has 
9,000 troops in Afghanistan, 
the second-largest contingent 
after the United States, has not 
named the countries it claims 
will provide the extra troops. 
As part of efforts to bolster 
Afghanistan’s own security 
forces, the Interior Ministry 
announced Wednesday a salary 
hike for police to help boost 
recruitment and retention and 
curb rampant corruption in 
the force that suffers a higher 
death rate than the nation’s 
army. 

Bolstering Afghanistan’s 
policeforce,whichisunderpaid 
and under-equipped, is seen as 
crucial to improving security 
and eventually allowing 
foreign troops to go home. 
Interior Minister Mohammad 


Hanif Atmar said monthly 
salaries for police working in 
high-risk areas will increase 
from $180 to $240, while 
those of police in lower risk 
areas will increase from $120 
to $210. 

Chief spokesman for the 
NATO-led force in Afghanistan 
acknowledged the Taliban 
had gained momentum in 
their insurgency. “We need 
to neutralize locally some of 
those initiatives to slow them 
down,” Canadian Brig. Gen. 
Eric Tremblay said. 

But he also said the militants 
were aware of progress made in 
the country with international 
support, so were trying to 
undermine the government. 
“At the end, President 
Karzai has been quite clear 
that reconciliation and 
reintegration is on the table,” 
Tremblay said. 

In his message, the Taliban 
leader urged Afghans to eschew 
the Karzai government. 

“I hope you will continue your 
legitimate jihad (holy war) and 
struggle in the way of realizing 


your Islamic aspirations ... and 
break off all relations with the 
stooge Kabul administration,” 
Omar said. 

Omar said there would be 
no negotiations that would 
prolong or legitimize the 
presence of foreign forces in 
the country. 

“Those who have occupied 
our country and taken our 
people as hostage, want to use 
the stratagem of negotiation 
like they used the drama 
of elections for some time 
in order to achieve their

“However, the people of 
Afghanistan will not agree to 
negotiation which prolongs 
and legitimizes the invaders’ 
military presence.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
NFL commissioner Roger 
Goodell sent a wide-ranging 
memo about concussions to 
teams on Tuesday, saying 
the co-chairmen of the 
league’s committee on brain 
injuries have resigned and 
he is examining potential 
rule changes “to reduce 
head impacts.” 


Goodell wrote that Dr. 
Ira Casson and Dr. David 
Viano, who have led the 
league committee on 
concussions since 2007, 
“have graciously offered to 
resign from those positions 
and to continue to assist the 
committee in its important 
work. We have accepted 
those resignations and are 
currently identifying their 
replacements.” 

Goodell said he wants to 
add new members “who 
will bring to the committee 
independent sources of 
expertise and experience in 
the field of head injuries.” 
Casson has come under 
attack recently from the 
NFL Players Association 
and members of Congress 
for criticizing independent 
and league-sponsored 
studies linking NFL careers 
with heightened risk for 
dementia and cognitive 
decline. 

A message was left for 
Casson at his office. The 
NFLPA did not immediately 
respond to a request for 
comment. 

Goodell also said he met on 
Monday with competition 
committee co-chair Rich 
McKay to review specific 
types of plays with an eye 
to evaluating possible rules 
changes “to reduce head 
impacts and related injuries 
in a game setting.” 


Among the other points 
addressed in the memo, 
which was addressed to chief 
executives, club presidents, 
general managers, head 
coaches, team physicians 
and head athletic trainers: 
—Goodell wrote the NFL 
will “continue to invest 
in research designed to 
improve equipment safety, 
and we will urge players 
to make informed choices 
regarding the use of the most 
technologically advanced 
helmets.” 

—He noted that former 
NFL coach and TV analyst 
John Madden is leading a 
panel of coaches looking 
into reducing concussion 
risk outside of games. 
Among the possibilities 
under discussion: Reducing 
offseason work, limiting 
helmet use and contact in 
practice, mini-camps and 
training camps. 

—The league will hold a 
conference on concussions 
in Washington in June; team 
medical personnel “will be 
required to attend.” 

“Our game today is played 
with the understanding that 
medical decisions must 
always take priority over 
competitive interests. As a 
result, our sport has become 
safer for those who play it,” 
Goodell wrote. “However, 
and particularly when 
player health and safety is 


involved, we always strive 
to do better.” 

Goodell publicly has been 
increasing his focus on 
concussions as the issue 
has drawn more attention 
this season, including at a 
congressional hearing in 
October. 

Casson did not appear 
in Washington that day, 
and some lawmakers 
complained when he did 
not testify. During the 
hearing, Congresswoman 
Linda Sanchez played a clip 
of a TV interview in which 
Casson denied evidence of a 
link between multiple head 
injuries in NFL players with 
brain disorders. Sanchez 
said that reminded her of 
tobacco companies denying 
a link between smoking and 
disease. 

During interviews with 160 
NFL players conducted by 
The Associated Press from 
Nov. 2-15, 30 replied they 
have hidden or played down 
the effects of a concussion. 
Half said they’ve had at 
least one concussion playing 
American football. 

Last Sunday, the two 
starting quarterbacks from 
last season’s Super Bowl 
left their teams’ games after 
taking blows to the head: 
Ben Roethlisberger of the 
Pittsburgh Steelers and 
Kurt Warner of the Arizona 
Cardinals.□

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Venezuela: Chavez acusa 
a Petes de amenazarlo 


CARACAS (AP) - El 
presidente Hugo Chavez 
afirmo el miercoles que tomo 
como una “amenaza” las 
criticas que realizo contra 
Venezuela el mandatario israeli 
Shimon Peres y advirtio que

El mandatario hizo la 
declaracion en alusion a 
unos comentarios que realizo 
la semana pasada Peres en 
Buenos Aires donde senalo 
que Chavez y Ahmadinejad, 


“estan destinados a caer, no 
porque ninguno de nosotros 
vaya a matarlos, sino porque 
sus propios pueblos se estan 
cansando de ellos y no tomara 
mucho tiempo para que 
desaparezcan”. 

Venezuela rompio relaciones 
con Israel a inicios de ano 
en protesta por las acciones 
militares israelitas en la Franja 
de Gaza. 

“No podran con nosotros. 
Triunfara la paz, triunfara 
la buena fe”, dijo Chavez al 
recibir con una parada militar 
a Ahmadinejad, a quien llamo 
“hermano” y “gladiador de las 
luchas antiimperialistas”.

Gobierno gestiona ley para 
sacar a Panama del Parlacen 

PANAMA (AP) - El gobierno presento el miercoles ante la 
Asamblea Nacional un proyecto de ley destinado a desligar a 
Panama de protocolos y convenios que lo atan al Parlamento 
Centroamericano (Parlacen). 

El vicepresidente y canciller Juan Carlos Varela entrego 
la iniciativa de ley ante el Congreso, el cual fue llamado a 
sesiones extraordinarias por el presidente Ricardo Martinelli 
para que debatiera exclusivamente ese tema, entre el miercoles 
y martes. 

“Este es un paso para implementar la medida que presentamos 
(el lunes) ante la Cancilleria de Guatemala, que es la salida 
unilateral de Panama del Parlacen”, explico Varela a la prensa. 
El proyecto solicita la derogacion de los protocolos y tratados 
firmados por Panama para adherirse al organismo regional, que 
tiene su sede en Guatemala y al cual Costa Rica es el unico pais 
en Centroamerica que no esta adscrito. 

Martinelli prometio en su campana a la presidencia que sacaria 
a Panama del Parlacen por considerar que es un foro ineficiente 
y que no le ha dado ningun beneficio a Panama ni a la region. 
Varela ha realizado al menos dos giras por Centroamerica para 
informar sobre el retiro de Panama del Parlacen, pero algunos 
gobiernos y directivos del foro politico objetan la salida.Q 


Venezuela e Iran se encuentran 
en la misma “trinchera”, y 
que estan “resistiendo ante 
las arrogancias del imperio 
mundial”.

Uribe se excusa con Lula por 
inasistencia a cumbre Manaus 


BOGOTA (AP) - El presidente Alvaro Uribe 
informo que por “quebrantos de salud” 
se ausentara a una cumbre en Brasil, a la 
que habia sido invitado por su colega Luiz 
Inacio Lula da Silva para tratar asuntos 
ambientales y previo a la cita sobre cambio 
climatico convocada por Naciones Unidas en 
Copenhague. 

Lula cito a la cumbre de paises amazonicos 
para el 26 de noviembre en la poblacion de 
Manaus. Entre los invitados figuran los jefes 
de estado de Venezuela, Colombia, Ecuador, 
Pern, Bolivia y Guyana, pero hasta ahora solo 
han confirmado su asistencia el venezolano 
Hugo Chavez y el presidente de Guyana, 
Bharrat Jagdeo. 

La reunion en Manaus, ademas, era vista 
como una oportunidad para que Chavez y 
Uribe pudieran encontrarse y tratar, bajo 
el auspicio de su comun amigo Lula, las 
actuales tensiones entre Bogota y Caracas, 
desatadas con un convenio de cooperacion 


militar colombo-estadounidense y que el 
dirigente venezolano considera una amenaza 
a la seguridad nacional de su pais. 

La participacion de Uribe a Manaus habia 
sido confirmada el 18 de noviembre por el 
canciller Jaime Bermudez, pero el gobernante 
envio la vispera a Lula una carta excusandose 
por no poder asistir. 

Aunque la misiva no da detalles sobre esos 
quebrantos de salud, el presidente ha sido 
visto cojeando de la pierna izquierda debido 
a que recibio un golpe de un animal el fin de 
semana en su finca. 

Uribe agrego en su carta que Colombia se 
esforzaria por lograr “un acuerdo ambicioso” 
en la conferencia de Copenhague, Dinamarca, 
citada para la primera quincena de diciembre. 
Funcionarios de la casa de gobierno 
indicaron que la delegacion colombiana en 
Manaus estara encabezada por el ministro del 
Ambiente, Carlos Costa. □
